November 15, 1918 



Articles of Organization 



PREAMBLE 



Whereas, It is the duty of every man engaged in business, to 
encourage his trade and protect it in such a way that it may yield 
to him a fair share of profit; and 

Whereas, The interest of every branch of business may be best 
promoted and protected by union of effort on the part of those en- 
gaged in it; therefore, we the undersigned millers, believing such an 
organization will prove beneficial, hereby unite ourselves in an Asso- 
ciation to be governed by the following Constitution and By-Laws: 

ARTICLE I 

Name 

This organization shall be known as The Ohio Millers' State 
Association. 

ARTICLE II 

Object 

The object of this Association is the cultivation of commercial 
good will and fellowship among millers, the encouragement and pro- 
tection of their trade, the promotion by every expedient and lawful 
means of the interests of their business, and to legally acquire and 
disseminate valuable mercantile and economic information of interest 
to its members, thus securing by fair and lawful means the benefit 
• of co-operation. 

ARTICLE III 

Membership 

Section 1. Any person, firm or corporation engaged in the manu- 
facture of flour or meal, may become a Regular member of this 
Association, by applying to the Secretary, paying the annual dues 
and assessments hereinafter provided, and agreeing to abide by the 
Constitution and By-Laws of the Association. 

Sec. 2. Other persons, firms and corporations may be admitted 
and become Associate members, subject to the approval of the 'Ex- 
ecutive Committee, on payment of dues hereinafter provided, and 
may have all the privileges of regular members, except voting.

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ARTICLE IV 

Officers 

Section 1. The officers of this Association shall be, a President, 
Vice President, Treasurer, Secretary, and a Board of Five Directors. 

Sec. 2. The President, Vice President, and Treasurer shall be 
elected by ballot at the annual meeting of the Association and shall 
serve for one year or until their successors are elected. 

Sec. 3. The Board of Directors shall be elected by ballot at the 
regular meeting of the Association, and shall serve for two years 
or until their successors are elected, and qualified, except that at 
the election to be held in April, 1917, three members shall be elected 
to serve for two years, and two to serve for one year, and there- 
after election shall be for two year terms. 

Sec. 4. The Secretary shall be elected by the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE V 

Executive Committee 

The President, Vice President, Treasurer, Secretary and Board 
of Directors shall constitute the Executive Committee, any five of 
whom shall constitute a quorum to do business. 

ARTICLE VI 

Dues — Assessments 

Annual dues for each regular member shall be based upon the 
daily capacity of the mills owned or operated by each member, and 
shall be payable in advance as follows: 

Mills of 60 barrels capacity or less $10.00 

Mills above 60 and not exceeding 100 barrels 12.00 

Mills above 100 and not exceeding 200 barrels 15.00 

Mills exceeding 200 barrels, 10c per barrel of one day's capacity. 
Associate Members 20.00 

Section 2. Assessments to meet the necessities of the Associa- 
tion may be levied by the Executive Committee from time to time, 
on regular members, according to the benefits received. 

Sec. 3. Neglect or refusal to pay annual dues or assessments 
shall bar such a member from participating in any of the benefits 
of this Association, or voting on any question, until such dues or 
assessments are paid, but this bar shall not act as a discharge of 
such member's obligation to the Association. 

Sec. 4. The Secretary shall make sight drafts upon members 
failing to pay dues or assessments within sixty days after same 
shall become due and payable, and if payment is refused, the member 
may be suspended by a majority vote of the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 5. Any member may withdraw from the Association by 
giving written notice to the Executive Committee, through the Sec- 
retary, not less than fifteen days before the expiration of the year 
for which he has paid dues, and paying all dues and assessments 
previously levied.

Meetings 

Sec. 1. The permanent headquarters or place of business of 
this Association, shall be the city of Columbus, where annual meet- 
ings shall be held.

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Sec. 4. The Treasurer shall have charge of all monies of the 
Association, and pay them out only on orders signed by the Secre- 
tary and approved by the President, and shall at each annual meet- 
ing, or oftener if called upon, make a detailed statement of the 
state of finances.

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EXTRACTS FROM NEW WHEAT STANDARDS 

Effective July 15, 1918 

SUBCLASS, RED WINTER— TMs subclass shall include wheat 
of the class Soft Red Winter, consisting of both light and dark 
colored kernels. This subclass shall not include more than ten per 
centum, either singly or jn any combination, of Red Russian, red 
clubs, red hybrids, and other soft red winter wheats possessing the 
characteristics of those varieties as grown west of the Great Plains 
area of the United States. 

SUBCLASS, SOFT WHITE— This subclass shall include wheat 
of the class Common White, consisting of less than seventy-five per 
centum of hard (not soft and chalky) kernels.

Wheat to grade No. 1 shall be bright. 

Wheat to grade No. 1 to 4 inclusive shall be cool and sweet. 
Wheat to grade No. 5 shall be cool, but may be musty or 
slightly sour. 

BASIS OF DETERMINATIONS— Each determination of dockage, 
moisture, temperature, odor, onions, garlic and live weevils or other 
insects injurious to stored grain shall be upon the basis of the grain 
including dockage. All other determinations shall be upon the basis 
of the grain when free from dockage. 

WHEAT — Any grain which, when free from dockage, contains 
more than ten per centum of grain of a kind or kinds other than 
wheat, shall not be classified as wheat. The term "Wheat" in these 
standards shall not include emmer, spelt, and einkom. 

PERCENTAGES — Percentages, except in the case of moisture, 
shall be percentages ascertained by weight. 

DOCKAGE — Dockage includes sand, dirt, weed seeds, weed stems, 
chaff, straw, grain other than wheat, and any other foreign material, 
which can be removed readily from the wheat by the use of appro- 
priate sieves, cleaning devices, or other practical means suited to 
separate the foreign material present; also undeveloped, shriveled, 
and small pieces of wheat kernels removed in properly separating 
the foreign material, and which cannot be recovered by properly re- 
screening or recleaning. The quantity of dockage shall be calculated 
in terms of percentage based on the total weight of the grain includ- 
ing the dockage.

The percentage of 
dockage so determined and stafed, shall be added to the grade desig- 
nation. 

FOREIGN MATERIAL OTHER THAN DOCKAGE— Foreign ma- 
terial other than dockage shall include all matter other than wheat, 
which is not separated from the wheat in the proper determination 
of dockage, except as provided in the case of smutty wheat. 

CEREAL GRAINS — Cereal grains shall include rye, barley, em- 
mer, spelt, einkorn, corn, grain sorghums, oats, and rice only, and 
shall not include buckwheat, flaxseed and wild oats. 

, HEAT DAMAGED KERNELS— Heat damaged kernels shall be 
kernels and pieces of kernels of wheat which have been distinctly 
discolored by external heat or as a result of heating caused by 
fermentation. 

SMUTTY WHEAT— Smutty wheat shall be graded and desig- 
nated according to the grade requirements of the standard applicable 
to such wheat if it were not smutty, except that (1) smut balls shall 
not be considered as foreign material other than dockage, and (2) 
when the amount of smut present is so great that any one or more 
of the grade requirements from No. 1 to No. 5, inclusive, cannot be 
applied accurately, the wheat shall be classified as Sample Grade. For 
all grades there shall be added to and made a part of the grade desig- 
nation, preceding the statement of dockage, if any, the word "smutty." 

STASIDARDS PO^ SHELLED CORX 
Effective July 15, 1918 

Classes of Shelled Corn. — Shelled corn shall be divided in three 
Classes, as follows: 

"WhWe Corn. — This class shall consist of corn of which at least 98 
per centum by weight of the kernels are white.' A slight tinge of light 
straw color or of pink on kernels of corn otherwise white shall not 
affect their classification as "white corn. 

"Vello-w Corn. — This class shall consist of corn of which at least 95 
per centum by weight of the kernels are yellow. A slight tinge of red 
on kernels of corn otherwise yellow shall not affect their classification 
as yellow corn. 

Mixed Corn. — This class shall consist of corn of various colors not 
coming within the limits for colors as provided in the definitions of 
"White corn and yellow corn. "White capped yellow kernels shall be 
classified as mixed corn.

Percentages. — Percentages, except in the case of moisture, shall be 
percentages ascertained by weight. n 

Percentage of Moisture — Percentage of moisture in corn shall be 
that ascertained by the moisture tester an(d the method of use thereof 
described in Circular No. 72, and supplement thereto, issued by the 
United States Department of Agriculture, Bureau of Plant Industry, 
or ascertained by any device and method g-iving equivalent results. 

Test Weight Per Bushel. — Test weight per bushel shall be the 
weight per "Winchester bushel as determined by the testing apparatus 
and the method of use thereof described in Bulletin No. 472, dated 
October 30, 1916, issued by the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, or as determined by any device and inethod giving equivalent 
results. 

Foreign Material and Cracked Corn. — Foreign material and cracked 
corn shall be kernels and pieces of kernels of corn, and all matter other 
than corn, which will pass through a metal sieve perforated with round 
holes fourteen sixty-fourths of an inch in diameter, and all matter 
other thari corn remaining on such sieve after screening, 

Heat-Damaged Kernels. — Heat-damaged kernels shall be kernels 
and pieces of kernels of corn which have been distinctly discolored by 
external heat or as a result of heating caused by fermentation.
